million were made. Int the year'1776 the expences 
exceeded the income by 76,000 florins. Maximilian 
Jofeph died December 30, 1777, and in him ended 
the younger line of the family of Wittelfbach, to- 
gether with the dignity of Elector of Bavaria. Here- 
upon Charles Theodore, Elector Palatine, of the elder 
line of Wittelfbach, obtained the office of arch- 
fewer, and the fifth place in the electoral college : 
but great difficulties arofe with refpe& to the be 
ceffion to the Bavarian dominions. The Houfe of 
Auftria claimed and likewife took poffeffion of fe- 
veral diftriéts, although an agreement upon that 
head had been concluded between the Elector Pa- 
Jatine and Maria Therefa, in January 1778. Fre- 
deric II. King of Pruffia, for feveral reafons, op- 
fed thefe meafures, and negotiation failing, hofti- 
ities recommenced between Auftria and Pruffia, in 
alliance with the Elector of Saxony; but they were 
concluded in May 17979 by the peace of Tefchen ; 
whereby the Houfe of Auftria only obtgined part of 
the diftri& of Burghaufen, relinquifhing all other 
claims. In the year 1782 Charles Theodore efta- 
blifhed a new fraternity of the order of Malta, from 
the eftates of the Jefuits in Bavaria, Neuburg, 
Sulzbach, and the Upper Palatinate. In the year 
1785 Auftria propofed an exchange of the above 
diftriéts for a part of thé Netherlands, in which the 
r was ready to concur, but the ftates of Ba- 
varia and the city of Miinich, where he refided, 
violently remonftrated againft fuch a proceeding.

‘The foil is not unifornily fertile throughgut the 
whole Ecclefiaftical State. Some parts produce 
corn, wine, and all the neceffaries of life, and have 
a very wholefome air; in others, agriculture is al- 
moft totally neglected, and the air very unhealthy, 
It abounds in metals and minerals. As this is the 
refidence of the head of the Roman Catholic reli- 
gion, it is not furprifing that no other Chriftians 
enjoy the free exercife of their religion except Ro- 
man Catholics; but, however, great numbers of 
Jews are to be met with at Rome; and Proteftant 
foreigners enjoy perfect liberty. ‘There are certain 
things which the Pope alone has power to perform; 
to thefe belong canonization, or making faints of 
deceafed perfons, which is done with great folem- 
nity; imparting the archiepifcopal cloak and cru- 
zada in Portugal and Spain; the folemn benedic-

the jubilee. 

A}l tranfaStions in the courts of the Papal domi- 
nions muft be condited according to the Reman 
civil law, and the laws of the Koman “Catholic 
church.
